plisb, That the Bill will ever come into foree 
in its present shape we do nat for a moment 
believe, The unanimous protest of the un- 
official weinbors, backed by the public peti- 
tion which as, pretty wura to aecompany it, 
connot “fail to bava great weight: with 
the *Coldniai Office, notwithstanding the 
scant attention the- interests of the public 
usually receive at the bands of that State 

" Department. The orguwente against tho 
Bill are so ‘sirong thot they wuat compel 
attention, however reluctantly it may. be, 


judge may not look outside the four corners 
of tha meaaure, ‘or, to. aasiat hiui in his inter 
pratation, take evidence as to what was said 
in the Legislature at. tha Lime the law passed.

Moreover, less 
than 300 feet of apace is not dangerous to 
health’ in-a climate like that of Hongkong, 
where peoplokeep the doors and windowa open 
‘nearly all the year round, It isthe over. 
crowding clauses that have chiefly dir, 
vided the official and, unofficial niembers 
of Council, and which . constituted . Mr, 
MacHwen’s ‘principal ground. for moving 
the rejection of the Bill, On this point rho 
Government has shown itself absolutely jm- 
pervioua to reason. The Acting Atturney-Ge 
neral confessed that from the Government 
poiut of viaw the difference between the two 
parties wag smi, ‘Lhe Government wanted 
300 feot;-the unofficial members 200, but tho 
luttar would have accepted 250 feet as o 
compromise, although reiuctuntly. But Go- 
veroment, although it says the, difference is 
small, would not give. way. Proman unvficiul 
point of viow the differance is consider. 
ablo—it means o diffsrence of twenty per. 
cent, in the accommadation and a difference 
possibly of 20 per cent. in rants, moat. 
of which would fall on the tenants. 

Mr. Ackrovn gays :—* No one who-hagany 
wish, toimprave the sanitary condition of 
Hongkong can now object to this Mill.” This 
statament is'in direct contradiction to the 
truth and waa an’ insult tothe uueffirial 
members to whom it was addressed. Not 
that we suppose the hon, gentloman was con-
